Also the dog leash Marion Stuckey gave to 
Rose Silver was very effective in keeping "Buddo's" 
dog from making its appearances in church, 


As Juniors, we started with a bang in 1957 by 
electing class officers, Early in April, the Sen- 
iors put on a Junior-Senior—-Alumni Banquet, the 
first one held in years. A representative of the 
Junior class, Peter Snencer, gave a speech. As a 
fitting climax to our Junior Year, we put on the 
Senior Prom, a huge success, 


In September, 1958, seventeen, excited Seniors 
hustled breathlessly back to school. In June, our 
school had been centralized and so there were many 
new faces, new courses, new teachers and new home- 
rooms.
